Butler’s Lives of the Saints. Complete 
edition. Edited, revised and supple- 
mented by Herbert Thurston, S.J., and 
Donald Attwater. 4v. New York, P. J 
Kenedy & Sons [c1956] 24cm. Pyroxylin 
cloth sides with fablea backs $39.50; to 
schools ten per cent, to libraries 20 per 
cent discount. 

The work under review was also pub- 
lished as “second edition” in London by 
Burns, Oates in July, 1926 at £12/12. The 
pagination of the four volumes is identical 
with the American printing. The Impri- 
matur is that of the Vicar General of the 
Archdiocese of Westminster in both sets, 
and is dated 1953. 

The original edition of this work was 
written over a period of some 30 years by 
the Rev. Alban Butler (1711-1773), an 
English Roman Catholic secular priest, 
and was published anonymously in Lon- 
don, 1756-59, in four large volumes under 
the title of The Lives of the Fathers, Mar- 
tyrs and other Principal Saints. Lowndes’ 
The Bibliographer’s Manual of English 
Literature and Allibone’s A Critical Dic- 
tionary of English Literature give the date 
of the first edition as 1745 and the collation 
as five volumes, but no such edition is 
held by the British Museum and The Dic- 
tionary of National Biography does not 
mention it. A second edition in 12 volumes 
was published in Dublin in 1779-80 and 
there have been many reprints and new 
editions throughout the nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries. The work has 
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also appeared in both French and Italian

The edition under review is the second 
revision undertaken by Thurston and Att- 
water, Their first revision was published 
in 12 1926-38, in London by 
3urns, Oates & Washbourne, and in the 
United States by P. J. Kenedy & Sons. Fa- 
ther Thurston died in 1939, and although

It is the most up- 
to-date work in the field of hagiography in 
English and is recommended for purchase 
by libraries where there is a need for ma- 
terial on this subject. 


A Treasury of Jewish Quotations. Edited 
by Joseph L. Baron. New York, Crown, 
1956. xiv, 623p. 23cm. cloth $5.95; to 
schools and libraries, 20 per cent dis- 
count. 

A Treasury of Jewish Quotations is a 
new publication which according to the 
editor “is the first attempt at an all-inclu- 
sive compilation, covering the entire range 
of Jewish history and thought in all ages, 
all lands, and all tongues.” The volume 
consists of aphorisms, maxims, proverbs, 
and quotations from both Jewish and non- 
Jewish authors. The latter are indicated 
by asterisks. The term “Jewish author- 
ship” includes authors born of Jewish par- 
ents and other writers who chose to identi- 
fy themselves with the Jewish faith. Au- 
thors who were only in part of Jewish 
stock and who moved outside of the sphere 
of Jewish creative work are not included. 

The editor is Rabbi Joseph L. Baron, au- 
thor of Sand and Stars, Candles in the 
Night, In Quest of Integrity, and many 
articles and pamphlets. 

The quotations are selected from a wide 
range of sources which include the Bible, 
the Apocrypha, the Talmud, the Mishna, 
the Midrash, the Zohar, and many other 
works of Jewish history and _ folklore 
Sources are limited to Biblical and 
post-Biblical literature; there are many 
quotations from later figures, even con- 
temporary ones such as Milton Berle, Ed- 
die Cantor, Irwin Shaw, Maxwell Boden- 
heim, and John Dewey. 

The quotations are arranged in alpha- 
betical order under 1,004 topics. Both the 
topics and the quotations relating to them 


not 
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are numbered. Within each topic the quo- 
tations are arranged alphabetically by au- 
thor, except for Biblical passages, which 
come first and follow the order assigned to 
them in the Jewish version of the Scrip- 
ture. Subdivisions of topics are indicated 
by letters. Thus, the first quotation listed 
under the third subdivision of topic num- 
ber 845 Speech has the number 845.C.1. 

It would be helpful to the user if the 
method used to indicate subdivisions of 
topics were given in the Explanatory Note 
which precedes the quotations, as well as 
at the beginning of the Subject Index. 

The Explanatory Note states that two 
indexes are provided to facilitate the find- 
ing of a specific quotation: an Index of 
Authors and an Index of Select Lines ar- 
ranged alphabetically according to the first 
word. Actually the two indexes are an 
Author Index and a Subject Index; an In- 
dex of Select Lines is not included. The 
Author Index contains a brief character- 
ization of each author directly quoted and 
the years of his birth and death or the 
century in which he lived. Other special 
features of the volume are a Bibliography 
and a Glossary of 79 terms for the benefit 
of those who are not familiar with the 
Hebrew and Yiddish words and phrases 
which appear in the book. 

The volume is sturdily bound, and the 
print is clear. Inner margins are too nar- 
row for rebinding. 

A Treasury of Jewish Quotations pre- 
sents in one volume Jewish thoughts from 
Biblical days to present times drawn from 
a variety of sources. The organization by 
topics makes it a convenient tool for 
writers and speakers. It will be a useful 
addition to the reference books of quota- 
tions available. A

Bishop, James Alonzo. The day Christ 
died. Harper, $4. Tentative date May 15 
The hour-by-hour device of The day Lincoln 
was shot (Booxk.ist 51:264, F 15 55) is used 
again in this narration of Jesus’ last day, be- 
ginning with the Last Supper in late afternoon 
of April 6 and ending with Jesus’ removal from 
the cross the following day. The Gospels are 
used as basis for the re-creation with elabora- 
tion of detail on the Jewish and Roman worlds 
drawn from other sources. The author has ar- 
ranged the material for narrative effect but the 
background occasionally draws attention away 
from Christ and lessens the dramatic impact. 


Sargant, William Walters. Battle for the 
mind, a physiology of conversion and 
brain-washing. Doubleday, $4.50. May 23. 
A British physician specializing in psychol- 
ogical medicine reviews some lesser-known 
experiments of Pavlov’s which established 
that almost any dog could be brought to the 
breaking point by the calculated use of stress. 
Citing a miscellany of sources from accounts 
of the Delphic oracles to reports of current 
research, the author shows that not only do 
the principles involved apply to human beings, 
but also that they have been applied, either 
deliberately or intuitively and for both good 
and evil, by evangelists, political brainwash- 
ers, psychotherapists, and primitive medicine 
men. A strictly mechanistic presentation, sub- 
mitted as a species of interim report pending 
corroborative psychological research.

When the novel 
focuses on Damon's personal story it takes on 
an unreal, overly romanticized aspect, but 
when it concentrates on historical facts and 
figures it is extremely successful in clarifying 
issues and conjuring up Pilgrim Fathers who 
possess both individuality and human frailties. 


Graves, Robert. They hanged my saintly 
Billy; the life and death of Dr. William 
Palmer. Doubleday, $3.95. May 27. 

A nineteenth-century scandal that had all 
England agog—the case of Dr. William Palmer, 
convicted of poisoning his best friend—is 
recast in slightly fictionized form by allowing 
friends, relatives, enemies, and even bystand- 
ers to speak as if they were being interviewed. 
When all have been heard the sum of the 
testimony points unmistakably to the conclu- 
sion that Dr. Palmer was an unprincipled 
rogue; that he was guilty of many crimes, in- 
cluding forgery, adultery, fraud, and malprac- 
tice; but that he was hanged, after a biased 
trial, for a murder he had not committed.

The 1956 A.L.A, Liberty and Justice Book 
Awards were presented to the winning au- 
thors on April 25, 1957, at the Donnell Library 
Center in New York City 

The awards are for books published in 
the U.S. in 1956 which further the American 
tradition of liberty and justice. They consist of 
$5,000 to the winning author in each of three 
categories, and citations to the publishers of 
the books. Selections were made by three 
groups of judges, one for each category. The 
awards were made possible by a grant from 
The Fund for the Republic and were adminis- 
tered by the A.L.A. Intellectual Freedom 
Committee. A second set of awards will be 
made in 1958 for books published during 
1957.

Public Library. All films are 16mm sound and 
are black and white unless otherwise indi- 
cated. 


My Majorca. Hugh Chisholm. Distributor: 
Film Images. 1956. 17min. color, $175. 
Against a background of native music a young 
woman on her way to deliver a basket of fish 
conducts the viewer over the ancient island 
of Majorca. High lights of the informal tour 
are an old Phoenician tower, a medieval ca- 
thedral, a Moorish castle, a market, and a 
fiesta, with recurring glimpses of sea and cliff. 
An outstanding travelog, exceptional for its 
color photography, which captures the tran- 
quillity and beauty of the island. 


Seed dispersal. 2d ed. Encyclopaedia Bri- 


tannica Films. 1956. Illmin. $50; color, 


$100. 

Close-up and time-lapse photography are used 
to illustrate the maturing of plant blooms, the 
ripening of seeds, and methods of seed dis- 
semination. The functions of seeds are de- 
scribed together with the process of germina- 
tion under favorable conditions, when the 
seeds are carried by wind, water, and animals, 
or when they are forcibly ejected from the 
seed pods and deposited in the earth. Al- 
though wild plants are used for the most part 
the film is of value to garden clubs as well as 
groups interested in biology, botany, agricul- 
ture, and nature study. A newly photographed 
version in color of material used in the older 
films produced by Erpi Classroom Films and 
Gaumont-British Instructional Films. 


Symphony orchestra. 2d ed. Encyclopae- 
dia Britannica. Films, 1956. 14min. $62.50;

Using the Vienna Symphony Orchestra, the 
film illustrates the development of today’s 
orchestra from the string quintet to the full 


orchestra of five sections. Portions of well- 
known works are played to demonstrate the 
effect of strings, wood winds, brasses, and 
percussion instruments. The film will be use- 
ful for adults and children in showing the 
seating arrangement of the orchestra, the 
function of each instrument, and the skill that 
is needed to make the total orchestra produce 
music as a single instrument. Sound good.
